time increase of the naval personnel 
from 56.000 to nearly 500.000 to man 
1,800 vessels instead of 176. is de­ 
scribed in the annual report of Rear 
Admiral Leigh C. Palmer, chief of 
the bureau of navigation, made pub­ 
lic today. Every one of the ships in 
commission, from battleships to car­ 
go carriers, Admiral Palmer says his 
“complete complements of officers 
and men with excess personnel to 
provide for training new drafts. The 
navy also provided armed guard and 
radio crews for merchant vessels in 
trans-Atlantic service. 
The great task now, in the opin­ 
ion of Admiral Palmer who recently 
was relieved from the bureau to take 
command of a battleship, will be in 
furnishing 220,000 officers and men 
for the Shipping Board's merchant 
fleet estimated to comprise 1,924 ves­ 
sels by December 1919. 
To accom­ 
plish this the permanent training fa­ 
cilities have been, expanded so as to 
accommodate 110/000 men at once. 
These include thd. Great Lakes S u ­ 
tton with a capacity of 4£,000. New­ 
port and Hampton' Roads 
25,000 
each, and Pelham Bay, N. Y., 15,000. 
Hundreds of ships are used as float­ 
ing schools, each being assigned a 
certain number of men to be taught 
the rudiments of seamanship, and 14 
institutions are conducting regular 
courses in the training of officers. 
“Notwithstanding 
the 
enormous 
expansion of the personnel," the re­ 
port says, “the various units of the 
navy have reached a higher state of 
battle efficiency than ever before." 
Enlistment statistics show that ev­ 
ery sU te in the union contributed to 
the growth of the navy, suck states 
as Montana and Nevada each sending 
more than 1,500 men. There were 2,- 
203 desertions during the year, but 
the percenUge of desertions dropped 
from 1.43 to .93. 
Admiral 
Palmer 
reports 
that 
roughly 412,000 of the 435,000 men 
in the navy are native born, and 15,- 
000 are naturalized citizens. 
New 
York alone furnished 32 percent of 
the native born.

relief of war, but as an agency of peace 
and permanent human service. 
Since America’s entry into war tha 
purpose of our Red Cross has been pri­ 
marily to aid our army and navy in the 
care of our own men under arms, and, 
••fondly, to extend relief to the sol­ 
diers, sailors and civilians of those 
stations which were fighting our bal­ 
lies along with their own. 
With the 
funds which have been so generously 
contributed by the American people 
this war work of the Red Cross will 
continue and be complete with all por­ 
ta l* sympathy and energy. 
“Wherever our soldiers and sailors 
may be, the Red Cross will stay with 
them until they are demobilized. Noth­ 
ing which we may do will be left un­ 
done, either. For the men in the war 
son*. for those returning, for those in 
tile camps and hospitals or for their 
dbmiiies at home the Red Cross will 
continue its ministrations, in this int 
im effort 50,000 trained Red Cross 
workers are now engaged at 2,500 dif­ 
ferent places throughout the land. 
‘The problems of reconstruction, in 
volving feeding and caring for the dis­ 
tressed civilian population of Europe, 
ar#of such magnitude that necessarily 
tboy must be met very largely by the 
mrrernxnents of our allies, with whom 
mu- own government will co-operate. 
The great task of fighting tubercu­ 
losis, promoting child welfare and car

this war. 
“For the completion of its war work 
and for the institution of its peace pro. 
gram, the Red Cross is fortunately in 
a healthy financial condition. A bun- 
dent occasion for the uso of large 
finds of money and great quantities of 
d en ta te and other supplies will con. 
tinoo to arise, hut it is believed that 
then will he no further need for inten­ 
sive campaigns for funds. 
The worh 
of supplementing governmental aptlvi- 
doe which the Red Cross will be called 
upon to do In all peru of the world 
will bo upon a great scale, but It will 
call for human service rather than for 
large expenditures. 
“What the American Red Cross 
needs now is not so much contrite* 
tions of money aa the continued devo­ 
tion and loyalty of its members. This 
is peculiarly true at this moment of 
transition from war to peace. Annual 
membership involves the payment of 
only one dollar. 
The money thus re­ 
ceived not only will defray all the ad­ 
ministrative expenses of the organiza­ 
tion, but will leave it a substantial bal- 
ance which, together with all funds 
subscribed directly for relief, is de­ 
voted solely to that purpose.
